The welfare department determines an AFDC family’s need 
based on a schedule set up by the state. The total need consists of 
two parts: 

(1) An individual allowance for each person in the family for 
food, clothing, personal needs, recreation and transportation. 

(2) A family allowance determined by the size of the family 
for rent, utilities, household operations, education and incidentals, 
and intermittent needs. 

The. sum of the individual allowances plus the family allow- 
ance is the total AFDC family need.

Who Makes Big Money Out 


Of The Anti-Poverty Program 


WHO MAKES BIG MONEY OUT , 
OF THE ANTI-POVERTY PRO- 
gram/ not the poor 

If you want to make some good 
money, one formula seems to 
be bringing in quite a lot of 
government money for some- 
body. First, form a company 
and enlist. the aid of a few 
social scientists with PhD’s, 
some good jargon writers anda 
hustler. Then ask the OEO in 
Washngton for a research 
grant or just let them know 
you are available to do ‘‘soc- 
ial investigations and research 
and systems analysis on anti- 
poverty programs.’’ Also bring 
along an IBM man and even token 
integrate your staff for good 
measure. 

One of the largest single 
aspects of the ‘‘pornography’’ 
of the anti-poverty program, 
as Saul Alinsky calls it, is the 
area of systems analysis and 
social research. 

Also known as ‘‘behaviorial 
scientists’, they have won the 
praise of big city politicians 
who are reluctant to let the 
poor have a voice in deter- 
mining their own needs. These 
scientists-social planners stay 
away from the ghettoes and 
instead stay in their ivory 
towers and ‘‘coldly analyze’’ 
the slums and suggest solutions 


to problems in areas of life 
they will never see or even 
experience. 

PROFITABLE ‘PARASITE’ 

INDUSTRY 

This very profitable parasite 
industry on the fringes of our 
government is ultimately more 
responsive to the demands of 
the market place than the fee- 
lings of human need, i 

They have it made inthe Anti- 
Poverty program. 

For instance, the Philco 
Corp. has ‘an $82,500 grant 
with OEO to use a computer 
to ‘stimulate’ a community 
action program. Various as- 
pects of people’s lives in a 
community are reduced to sta- 
tistics and fed into machines. 

The National Analysts of 
Philadelphia have $39,000 to 
analyise letters by children with 
the object of “finding a dif- 
ference’ between poor young 
and other youth who write let- 
ters. They also received 
$50,000 for a systems analysis 
of the volunteer worker. That 
is, to find out just how he 
worked, why he have his time 
for free and so on (wonder what 
they would have saved if they 
had just asked them ?), 

The Bureau of Social Science 
Research has a grant for 
$29,000 to study with the Civil

Development 


A program based on the book 
New Careers For The Poor, 
by Arthur Peral and Frank 
Riesman is now in operation, 

As a result of the avoidance 
of direct service among pro- 

: fessionals, suchas social work- 
ers, and teachers, a vacuum has 
been created, andin this vacuum 
there is an important need for 
new jobs which will serve the 
people. 

NEW POSITIONS 
NEEDED SERVICES 

The plan is to provide ser- 
vices in new ways by creating 
hew positions and using new re- 
sources of manpower. Such as 
those unemployed and on wel- 
fare would be likely partici- 
pants in these new job careers. 

For example: a certified 
teacher’s job could be expanded 
into a teaching assistant (help- 
ing students with homework, 
marking papers, assisting in the 
classrom teaching), and also an 
associate teacher, and other 
aides, all who could take jobs 
that would allow the teacher 
to ‘‘teach’’, Such would also 

give added career experience 
and education opportunity to 
those non-professional teachers 
to become sub-professional 
teachers. And later on these 

’ teacher assistants, aides and so 
on could move up with educa- 


tion and experience to the full. 


To develope such a sub-pro- 
fessional labor force, that is 
shown to be needed, would mean 
a great modification in the pres- 
ent existing educational and 
professional training pro- 
grams. 

The need would be for long 
range plans for professional 
training, providing advanced 
levels of learning and experi- 
ence with recognition of more 
on-the job experience as well 
as academic achievement. 

Such a plan would mean that 
any person starting out with lit- 
tle of any skill could easily, 
after a time of experience and 
part time education, work into 
a full time profession. 

The New Careers Develop- 
ment Project was designed to 
provide trained individuals to 
give technical assistance in the 
above mentioned area. 


Service Commission, persons 
unemployed. They had over a 
thousand fill out applications 
for jobs which they didn’t know 
;were not directly forth com- 
ing. The Bureau wanted to know 
why they thought they were un- 
employed and how they were 
able to support themselves 
while out of work. The Bureau 
is now attempting to get 
$750,000 to find out what hap- 
pens when newly poor arrive 
in large cities. They will se- 
lect a group of migrants and 
“experiment with them over 
a long period and subject them 
to certain services.’’ Progress 
concerning such ‘‘guinea pigs?’ 
would be judged against another 
group that were not given cer- 
tain social services. 

COMMUNITY ACTION STUDY 

The are also various studies 
of the Community Action Pro- 
grams now-in progress. For 
instance, the Computers Ap- 
plications, Inc. of San Diego 
has a $45,000 program to study 
that CAP. Like projects are 
being carried on all over the 
country. Some programs are 
getting especially exhaustive 
evaluations have or are still 
being made at a cost equivi- 
lent to one-fourth the CAP pro- 
gram in existence, or roughly 
$40,000. 

Yet, The OEKO- Anti-Poverty 
Office in Washington says that 
they still do not get enough in- 
formational ‘‘feedback’’ from 
their ‘‘systems.’’ 

A recent evaluations of In- 
dian reservations was men- 
tioned in the preamble of a 
research study in this way: 
“Collectively these findings 
will permit comprehensive de- 
piction of the workings of these 
CAPS, delineating the roles, 
influences and interrelation- 
ships, of the key, action ele- 
ments and structural variables 
which account for their 
strengths and weaknesses.”’ 

When a member of the Human 
Sciences Research Inc., who 
made the statement up, was 
asked to describe in layman’s 
terms what he was up to, he 
refused to do so due to the con- 
tract prohibition on public dis- 
cussion of the evaluation pro- 
ject. - 

The cost of this jargon, by 
the way, is $115,000.

Ray Epps, retiring president 
of Block Club B of the Hunters 
Point projects and a member 
of the Hunters Point-Bayview 
Area Anti-Poverty Board 
leaves our community. on July 
the 5th for San Diego. 

Ray, a Chief Radioman with 
the U.S. Navy, with a disting- 
uished military record as well 
as a record as an able commun- 
ity worker, will be missed in 
this community. He has in the 18 
months since coming to this 
community been active also in 
the Inter-Block Council. His 
greatest personal achievement 
was as a coach and supervisor 
with the 17-11 Basketball 
League. His own block club 
team won the championship. 

Before coming to Hunters 
Point, he was stationed aboard 
a destroyer in Long Beach. 

His family consists of his 
lovely wife, Della and three 
boys, Ronald, David and Dar- 
rell. 

Ray also noted that there is 
a possibility that he might get 
to return to the area. As to 
whether he plans to continue 
working in community affairs 
and involvement in San Diego 
only depends on whether he is 
welcome, he concluded. 

Many of his friends, neigh- 
bors and fellow community 
workers have voiced their re- 
luctancy in seeing him leave, 
And they wish him luck and 
happiness in future years to 
come. 


Authority. According to the 
Commission, all the trouble 
with rent payments and utili- 
ties versus welfare allowances 
rests with the Housing Au- 
thority. They claim that they 
have attempted conferences 
with the Authority, but to no 
avail. 

One item inthe Commission’s 
credit is their admission of the 
complaints to them as being 
justifiable. For instance, for 
training allowances, the Hous- 
ing Authority raises the rent. 
In such areas of the housing 
projects, as Harbor Slope, the 
utilities for receipients are 
completely out of line with the 
rest of the Hunters Point pro- 
jects. And most important, rent 
raises have been over and above 
any raises in welfare allow- 
ances. 

Second, the real lack of com- 
munication between welfare re- 
ceipients and the Social Ser- 
vices Commission and the De- 
partment. One might even throw 
in the fact that there is some 
difference in understanding be- 
tween members of the Com- 
mission and the staff of the 
Department. 

This lack of communication 
has gone as far as to com- 
pletely, in some instances, put 
Social Services out of touch with 
the reality of the situation of 
most of their receipients. As 
with members of the Commis- 
sion, there is plenty of sym- 
pathy. for persons on welfare, 
but no empathetic concern for 
their plight. 

Many residents at the last 
meeting pointed up the racial 
difference in rule and proce- 
dure interpretation of some 
social workers. This was even 
evident between two Commis- 
sion members who time and 
again repudiated or disagreed 
with each other over interpre- 
tation and latitude of the law. 

The recent use of community 
relations personel, such as Mr. 
Robert Ellis, to attempt to bet- 
ter, and more reasonably ex- 
plain welfare laws, procedure 
and the like with receipients 
is a step in the right direction, 
but it is a feeble one if the 
Department is not going to broa- 
den the number of personel and 
seriously take the advice of 
those now engaged in this work, 
The trouble now is that too many 
people just do not know their’ 
rights, what) they’re getting or 
any of the basic procedures. 
And on the other hand, the aver- 
age worker is too overloaded 
to attempt to explain every- 
thing to every client they have. 

The principle question re- 
mains, where is the Housing 
Authority? If we are led to 
believe all the testimony of 
the welfare commission, then 
the Housing Authority is some- 
what, and as usual, remiss?

Project 


The San Francisco Bail Pro- 
ject is an Anti Poverty pro- 


gram project that causes the’ 


release of arrested persons 
withour them having to pay 
a monetary bailbondsman. This 
is done under the O.R. (Own 
Recogizance) statute. O.R. is a 


4 legal term meaning own pro- 


mise. 

If a prisoner qualifies he 
would be released on his pro- 
mise that he will make his 
court appearances rather than 


pay money to a bailbondsman.’ 


A study was made by the staff 
of the project, and it was found 
that 48% of the people released 
by the bail project were Ne- 
gro, and 18% had Spanish sur- 
names, also 24% lived within 
the Mission Anti-Poverty Area, 
and 20% lived in the Hunters 
Point Anti Poverty Area. 

The program co-director Ken 
Johnson stated that approxi- 
mately 94% of the people re- 
leased either have no jobs, or 
very low paying jobs. 

Johnson stated that the pro- 
ject will help anyone who is 
arrested in San Francisco and 
lives in the Bay Area, with 
lives in the Bay Area, without 
regard to income. T 

The Bail Project started in 
San Francisco in August of 1964, 
and was accepted as an anti- 
poverty program by the San 
Francisco Economic Oppor- 
tunity Council in October of 
1965. 

It was sponsored by the San 
Francisco in August of 1964, 
Francisco Bar Association, and 
Herb Kutchins was selected as 
the project director. Johnson, 
the co-director is also a re- 
sident of the Hunters Point ar- 
ea. 

By giving full cooperation the 
Superior Court, the Municipal 
Court, and the Police Depart- 
ment can be accredited with 
contributing to the success of 
the project. 


The staff of the project have 
taken an agressive step to find 
the prosoners that need their 
help. The inmates of the jail 
are interviewed twice daily to 
get the names of those eligible 
for relief under the pro- 
ject. The main purpose of the 
interviews is to obtain refer- 
ences on the inmate’s charac- 
ter. The references are called, 
and if they speak well of the 
inmate a recomendation is made 
to the court that the person

Community Action Meet 


The recent Community Action 
Program Conference held inthe 
Bay Area under the sponsor- 
ship of State, community and re- 
gional Anti-Poverty groups as 
well as the University of Cali- 
fornia presented little in the way 
of hope for CAP workers. 

Despite such 


Dr. Paul O’Rourke of the Cali- 
fornia Office of Economic Op- 
portunity, a great amount of 
doublt was cast over the future 
of Community Action Programs, 
After pointing out that CAP ‘can 
become the needed catalyist’’, 
O’Rourke gave the realities of 
the AntiPoverty situation to 
show that the present programs 
were far from the glowing 
picture of what might be if... 

“The poor are now being 
short changed,’’ he said in in- 
troducing his ‘‘realities’’, 
O’Rourke points to the lack 
of ready resources for or- 
ganization of the poor as 
opposed to now asking them to 
organize themselves only ona 
volunteer basis and with out 
pay. He also pans the overt 
bias in the program for 
academic credentials versus 
performance in the hiring of 
staff to run community action 


be released on his own recog- 
nizance, and without the pay- 
ment of money to a bailbonds- 
man. 

Johnson stated that 85% of 
all reccomendations are ac- 
cepted by the court. Many times 
when the court doesn’t accept 
the recommendation the bail is 
lowered. 

Ordinarily persons who could 
not afford bail would remain 
in jail -- however, with the 
Bail Project such persons are 
released and are allowed tore- 
turn to their job and secure 
proper legal defense counsel. 
The release is usually effect- 
uated as soon as the references 
can be checked out. 

Through the efforts of the 
project much of the discrimin- 
ation practiced against the min- 
orities due to lack of funds 
has been eliminated, and the 
lack of funds will no longer 
prevent a person from being 
released from pre-trial cus- 
tody. 

Johnson also stated that the 
project is coordinating its ef- 
forts with the local Anti--Pov- 
erty Areas, and when ever they 
can refer aperon to one the area 
offices they do. This refferral 
service is provided to persons 
who have been released and may 
still have other problems that 
they need help with.

During heated discussion the 
issue of program came up often 
with a general agreement that 
present program coordination 
was far from perfect. Not only 
were programs of the City Hall 
type, such as the Yorty control 
in L.A, and Daly in Chicago, 
given as poor examples of com- 
munity participation. but some 
closer home also, The over all 
concensus was that most of the 
“‘professionals’’ directing var- 
ious programs were involved 
too much in making policy which 
had been forefited by their area 
boards, And, that these di- 
rectors were lacking indefinite 
direction which meant that their 
staff had no idea what was going 
on, and the poor even less in 
the way of what the program was 
doing, 

The right to knew what was 
going on at all times.and all 
phases in the community action 
programs was agreed by all 
present as being the basic civil 
right of the whole Anti-Poverty 
program, 

One participant from the 
Western Addition in San Fran- 
cisco, Thomantha Scott, gave 
his own personal testimonial 
concerning his dedication as a 
staff person in the Community 
Action Program, He deeply felt 
that the Anti-Poverty if suc- 
cessful would phase itself out, 
«the over all pattern is to be 


phased out so there will be no 
need for me,’’ 

The basic fear here was that 
all the Anti-Poverty program 
was creating was more little 
bureaucracies instead of being 
used fully to help people. 

One basic test of the sucess 
of community action programs 
was concluded as what kind of 
confidence the poor in the 
ghetto has in it. ‘If,’? as one 
person put it, ‘‘past preform- 
ance of present social agencies 
is in any way simular to pre- 
sent anti-poverty programs, 
then the whole thing will fail; 
becuase the poor are not going 
to believe or participate in a 
lie.’’ 

(News Note; Substantial 
changes in next year’s funding 
levels of programs (Anti- 
Poverty) have been voted bythe 
House Education and Labor 
Committee, The committee 
made substantial reductions in 
funds for the Community Action 
Program and. the Job Corps, 
At the same time the committee 
recommended substantial in- 
cresases in funds for both the 
Neighborhood Youth Corps and 
the Head Start Program, There 
were also cuts in Adult Basic 
Education, Small Business 
Loans, and Work Experience, 

According to the ‘*‘Bulletin of 
the Citizens’ Crusade Against 
Poverty’’, the action reflects a 
“erowing dissatisfaction in 
Congress with the way the Com- 
munity Action Program is 
operating.’’)
